The duties of the various Committees are thus defined— 


Finance. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of this Committee to examine 
from time to time into the finances of the Board, ordered bills, and 
see that all dues are paid, to devise ways by which the means of the 
Institute may be increased; to take into consideration any reports or 
propositions relating to the Treasurer; and generally to have a super: 
vision over the financial department of the Institute, and to examine 
the accounts of the Treasurer, Librarian, Assistant Secretary or other 
officers of the Board, and to certify to the correctness of the same. 


Library Rooms and Buildings. 
Src. 3. It shall be the duty of this Committee to have supervision 
of the buildings, rooms and furniture of the Institute, see that they 
are properly arranged and kept in order, superintend all repairs or 


alterations to property of the Association and report to the Board — 


monthly the condition of the same. 


Books and Donations. 


Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of this Committee, to examine and 
report monthly upon suitable books, and works of art for the Insti 
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Ite; to acquire these by purchase; to solicit and accept donations of 
ooks and other articles suitable for the Institute; and recommend, 
9m time to time, the purchase of new works and agcud to the class- 
cation and arrangement of books. 


Lectures and Classes. 


Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of this Committee to provide lectures 
general and popular topics, as often as the Board of Trustees may 
rect; and to form and conduct classes for instruction in such 
ranches as may be deemed advisable by the Board. 


Printing and Advertising. 


Sec. 6. This Committee shall prepare all Circulars for general 
Istribution, take charge of all advertising, and cause to be printed 
Il necessary matter for the Institute and Industrial Exhibitions. In 
Il cases where tickets or other matter representing money, is pre- 
mired by them, a receipt must be taken from the Committee or party 
uthorized to receive the same. 


Power and Machinery. 


Sec. 7. The duty of this Committee shall be to procure and ar- 
nge the necessary driving machinery, shafting, etc., and to exercise 
‘general supervision over the gas, water, steam, fire and machinery 
¢partments of the pavilion, or other buildings of the Institute, and 
er persons employed therein. ‘This Committee, in conjunction with 
e Locating Committee, shall have charge of the locating of all ex- 
ibits of machinery. 

Rules and Awards. 


Sec. 8. The duty of this Committee shall be to prepare a set of 
les to govern visitors, exhibitors, employees and the Committee on 
Wards at the Fairs of the Institute. It shall suggest suitable pre- 
Niums for each class of exhibits, and prepare the same in accordance 
vith the instructions of the Board. ‘They shall also exercise general 
lipervision over the Committes of Award in their examination of 
itticles in competition for premiums, and see that they have the 
eedful instruction and assistance in the performance of their duties.
